A moderate increase was recorded 
in livestock shipments from Texas 
to Fort Worth stockyards and inter­ 
state points during June as compared 
with the similar month last year, the 
University of Texas Bureau of Busi­ 
ngs- Research said in its monthly 
report on the livestock trade. For­ 
warding totaled 4,465 cars against 
4,1K2 cars a year ago, an increase 
of 7 per cent. The greatest increase 
occured in shipments of sheep, 586 
cars against 449 cars last year, an 
increase of 30 per cent; followed by 
cattle, 3,1 $7 against 2,861 cars, up 
12 per cent. Shipments 
of calves 
totaled 507 against 505 cars, practi­ 
cally no change. 
Hog forwardings 
dropped 52 per cent from 367 tars a 
year ago to 175 in June of 
the cur­ 
rent year. 
Aggregate 
forwardings 
during Hie first half of 1933 were 
29,173 (>ars against 28,255 cars dur­ 
ing the corresponding period last 
year. Shipments to the Fort Worth 
market were characterized by a sharp 
drop in the number of hogs and an 
equally marked ri.-e in the number of 
sheep. Los Angeles received about, 
one third as many Texas cattle and 
hogs as in June last year, while a 
sharp inert ase occurred in shipments 
of cattle and no forwarding whatever 
of sheep were made tc 
points 
in 
California othlr than Los Angeles, 
jftlit the reverse of a year ago. Sub­ 
stantial increases occurred also in 
shipments of cattle 
other than the 
large markets— to Colorado, Illinois, 
Kansas, Oklahoma, Iowa, Indiana and 
New Mexico, and of sheep to Colo- 
rado, Kansas, Mis'ouri and Indiana. 
Districts of the State showing sub­ 
stantial increase* in forwarding of 
cattle in comparison with June last 
year were: East Texa.-, Trans Pecos 
country, South Texas and the Coast­ 
al Prairies.
